ARTIST'S STATEMENT: 

I think of photography as a means of acquisition, but, instead ofacquiring an 
object, I acquire an image that is capable of evoking an emotional response, a 
mood. In this sense, the photographic image is taken of a subject, an 
object or place, but is not necessarily about the subject. 

In reviewing my work as a body, I find that I am drawn to graphically abstract 
qualities in a subject. The images often have a sense of mysticism. "Night, 
Under the Bridge" typifies both of the characteristics. 

As with most of my subjects, the bridge was a "found" subject. I was not 
looking for a bridge that possessed mystical qualities. I much prefer 
exploring "with my eyes open." Since discovering the photographic 
possibilities of this bridge, I have returned to it often and come away with 
images evoking a variety of moods. I regret that my recent relocation to 
Atlanta, no longer allows me to have have access to this source of 
inspiration.
